SIR A. HERBERT DIXON 
IS CHOSEN PRESIDENT 


Permanent Organization 
of World Cotton Confer- 

ence Effected—Next 
Meeting in England in 
1921. 


New Orleans, October 16—The 
world cotton conference came into 
permanent organization late today 
when a report submitted by the 

~ committee on organization was 
adopted. Sir A. Herbert Dixon, of 
Manchester, England, chairman of 
the British delegation to the confer- 
énce, was elected president and the 
recommendation was made that the 
next conference be held.in England 
in 1921. 

Resolutions requesting congress 
to place $1,000,000,000 at tne disposal 
of the War Finance corporation for 
purchasing foreign securities 
against debentures to be _ issued 
which would lengthen credits and 
stabilize rates of exchange were 
passed unanimously late today by 
the general committee of the world 
cotton conference. 

Recommendations of the growers, 
embodying. fearteen points, were de- 
feated when the British spinners 
objected to the ndemnation of 
selling cotton on call. Opposition to 
this point killed the other thirteen. 

Other Officers. 

Other officers elected were: Gen- 
eral secretary, Rufus R. Wilson, 
Boston: assistant secretary, Frank 
Kasmith, England; treasurer for 
Buropean members, Sir James Hope 
Simpson; for the United States, W. 
Irying Bullard, Boston; vice presi- 
dents, for the United States, Fuller 
BH. Callaway, LaGrange, Ga.; Eng- 
Jand, Edward B. Orme and John 
Smithers; France, George Badern; 
Belgium, Count Jean de Hemptinne; 
Switzerland, Herman Buhler; Italy, 
Giorgio Mylius. 

The recommendation by American 
members of the group on financing, 
foreign credits and exports that con- 
gress place af*the disposal of the 
War Finance corporation sufficient 
‘funds to permit the corporation to 
‘finance the exportation of at least 
one million bales of cotton was 
adopted. It was pointed out that 
the government had authorized the 
extension of $1,900,000,000 of credit 
to fimance exports through the 
agency of the War Finance corpo- 
ration and it recommended the pur- 
chase of foreign securities against 
debentures which would be issued 
and sold in this country in order to 
get away from short-term banking 
credits and stabilize the rate of ex- 

, change. 
Recommendations Opposed. 
MNecommendations of the growers, 
embodying fourteen points, were 
voted agairist in the general com- 
mittee because of the objection of 
certain groups to several of the 
‘points. It was agreed finally, how- 
ever, that the rules be suspended 
and that points in the growers’ rec- 
ommendation not previously killed 
at the general committee meeting be 
voted on. As a result all points in 
the growers’ recommendation were 
adopted, with the exception of those 
condemning the sale of cotton on 
call, favoring gin compression, con- 
demning gambling in cotton and 
other necessities, recommending 
that tare should consist only of the 
actual weight of the bagging and 
ties of the bale, and urging closer 
co-operation between the grower 
and spinner. 

Foreign spinners objected to the 
condemnation of the sale of cotton 
on call, declaring it was necessary 
‘that they should be allowed to pur- 
‘chage their cotton in that way. The 
‘ ginners’ group objected to the gin 
compression recommendation. Be- 
eause “gambling” was not defined 
the bankers’ group voted against

explaining that the futures market 
was a necessary part of the cotton 
industry, and that dealing in cot- 
‘ton futures had often been classed 
as gambling. 

Recommendations Approved. 

The recommendations of _ the 
growers’ committee which were 
unanimously approved after a sus- 
pension of the rules follow:

The result of the short but live- 
ly tilt between the attorneys for 
the prosecution and the defense be- 
fore Justice of the Peace Homer 
McDaniel, at Fairburn Thursday 
afternoon, was the postponement of 
the commitment trial of Mr. 
Mrs. Clarence Bradstreet, 
negro chauffeur, Robert 
until next Monday week 
o’clock. 

The courthouse at Fairburn was 
packed with those curious about the 
outcome of the hearing, but Robert 
Ellison, the negro chauffeur, was 
the only principal in the case that 
the crowd was able to see, as Mr. 
and Mrs. Bradstreet were both left 
in the Fulton county tower, where 
they will stay until the date for 
the trial on October 27. 

Reuben R. Arnold, representing 
the Iairburn Banking company, 
made the motion for postponement, 
and was opposed by Judge Ben A. 
Hill for the defense, ‘vho insisted 
on an immediate commitment hear- 
ing for his clients, 

Mr. Arnéld, for the prosecution, 
offered as the reason for postpone- 
ment the necessity of completing 
the audit of the books of the bank 
that is now proceeding, in order 
to have all available evidence on 
hand before the proceedings begin. 
He said that there was no doubt in 
the minds of the prosecution that 
the proceeds from $32,000 in Liberty 
bonds could be proven as having 
ultimately found its way to the 
hands of Mrs. Bradstreet, and that 
after the completion of the audit, 
they expect to find much more that

Judge Hill,#@for the defense, of- 
fered the court a resume of the 
case as it has been made public so 
far, and declared the injustice that 
the defense saw apparent in the 
continued incarceration of the man 
and woman, when their original ar- 
rest had been made without a war- 
rant.

Robert Ellison, the negro chauf- 
feur who is held with the Brad- 
streets, was transferred to the jail 
at Fairburn Thursday afternoon by 
Sheriff Jenkins, of Campbell coun- 
ty. Fred E. Harrison, attorney for 
the defense, accompanying the offi- 
cer and his prisoner to Fairburn 
through the country in an automo- 
bile. 

At the opening of the court at 
9:30 Thursday afternoon, Judge Mc- 
Daniel announced that he was ready 
to hear the motion for continuance, 
and that if no vsontinuance was 
granted by, the cvart the com- 
mitment hearing would take place 
this morning. 

Judge Hill made the opening 
speech, requesting that the com- 
mitment hearing be given his 
clients as soon as possible and that 
the case be not postponed. 

Defense Is Ready. 

“We are ready, your honor,” said 
Judge Hill. “We have been sum- 
moned to the court and are ready

Omaha, Neb., October 16.—Lieu- 
tenant B. W. Maynard, the “flying 
parson,” who was forced to land 
his machine in a cornfield near Wa- 
hoo, Neb., today, will continue his 
trip tomorrow, according to Lieu- 
tenant H. R. Wells, Omaha control 
commander. Aid is rushing to him 
in an endeavor to permit him to be 
the first to complete the double 
transcontinental journey. His near- 
est pursuer is Lieutenant Alex 
Pearson, who is at Cheyenne, less 
than 450 miles behind Maynard, and 
with a prospect of passing the par- 
son tomorrow.” 

Captain Roy Francis, who was 
compelled to withdraw from the 
race when his Martin bomber was 
wrecked Tuesday, immediately upon 
being notified of Lieutenant May- 
nard’s mishap volunteered his serv- 
ices in repairing the plane. He 
hurried to Yutan, Neb., where me- 
chanics were dissembling his plane 
for shipment to\Miheola,and assist- 
ed in removitig the motor, which 
was loaded on an. jautomobile truck 
and taken to Lietitenant Maynard.

London, October 16.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—General Yuden- 
titch, commander of the Russian 
northwestern army, has captured 
Gatchina and Victoriously § ad- 
vancing towards Krasnoye Selo 
and Tsarskoe Selo, 18 and 15 miles 
from Petrograd. 

Reports from Reval and Helsing- 
fors say that Yudenitch is meeting 
with feeble resistance, although 
Gatchina was strongly fortified. Re- 
ports from aviators show that the 
few barricades on the roud to FPet- 
rograd and trenches and entangle- 
ments outside of the capital are 
not formidable. 

It is also announced that the bol- 
Sheviki. are evacuating Petrograd, 
owing to a mutiny among the red 
troops. 

BOLSHEVISTS 
RECAPTURE KIEV.

NEW BOLSHEVIK 
OFFENSIVE. 

London, October 16.—A Russian 
bolshevik offensive has developed in 
the region of Voronezh, the soviet 
forees hoping to check General Den- 
ikine’S advance beyond Orel and his 
threat at Moscow by striking hard 
at his line in the vicinity of this 
important provingial capital. 

The bolsheviki, despite the dis- 
couragement of the loss of Orel, 
seem to be fighting hard also in

Claim Thirty-seven Votes. 

The “battalion of death” sena- 
tors mustered today 35 votes. Two 
“battalion” senators were absent, 
and so the allied opposition to the 
treaty lays claim to an iron-bound 
voting strength of 37, whereas only 
34 votes are necessary to prevent 
ratification, which must be accom- 
plished by a two-thirds vote of the 
96 members of the senate. Three 
democrats voted in the “battalion 
of death” group today on the Shan- 
tung amendment, but one of these 
(Walsh of Massachusetts) cannot 
be counted upon to stand tin the 
battalion in an attempt to defeat 
the treaty altogether. This would 
leave 36 senators seemingly willing 
to follow the leadership of Senator 
Lodge or Senators Johnson, Knox 
and Penrose, in holding up the trea- 
ty indefinitely if the final reserva- 
tions decided upon by the majority, 
do not meet the wishes of the “bat- 
talion” minority. 

But the treaty will not be defeat- 
ed. The “bitter enders” will agree 
eventually to the reesrvations 
which a majority of the senators 
think desirable. The republican 
leadem& jin the senate know tonight 
conclusively that they cannot con- 
trol sufficient votes to bring about 
any sort of amendment to the trea- 
ty rhich would cause its resub- 
mission to the peace conference. 
Most political observers in Washing- 
ton have been convinced of this fact 
for months. The great leaders of 
the republican party in the coun- 
try—men like Mr. Taft, Mr. Hughes 
and Mr. Root—also were convinced 
and have been opposed to any at- 
tempt to force amendments to the 
text of the treaty or the covenant 
of the league of nations. 

May Attempt Amendments. 

The republicans will make sev- 
eral more fruitless attempts at 
amendments, however, before they 
turn their attention wholly to the 
proposed reservations, They will 
attempt to force the Johnson 
amendment giving this country six 
votes in the assembly of the league 
of nations as an offset to the votes 
of Great Britain and five of her 
colonies or dominions. But this 
amendment is domed to meet the 
same fate that befell the Shantung 
amendment today. The amendment 


might just as well be voted upon 
tomorrow, but it wiil be held up to 
permit some of its ._proponents to 
make long speeches which will be 
aimed chiefly at “putting in a hole” 
the senators who will vote against 
the amendment.

TO HOLD EARLY MEET | 


Many Important Provi- 
sions of Treaty Become 
Effective Immediately 


Upon Official Accept- : 


ance of Treaty. 


Washington, October 16.—While 


no official declaration can be made | 


in advance of the action of the sen- 
ate on the treaty of Versailles, it 
was learned unofficlally today that 
Plans were being laid for bringing 
the league of nations into exist- 
ence almost immediately upon the 
publication in Paris of the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty by Great Britain, 
-¥France, Italy and Germany, which 
will put it into force. 


. Although the United States can- 
not particinpage in the initial stages 


fof the league’s work, it is under- 
stood that the decision has been 
reached to have President Wilson 
issue a call for the first meeting 
of the council of the league within 
the fifteen-day period provided in 
the treaty for the appointment by 
the council of three members of the 
commission which oe determine 
the boundary of the Sarre basin. 
Expected to Function. 

" The present view of the officials 
here is that representatives of Great 
Britain, France, Italy and possibly 
Japan, whose ratification of the 
treaty is expected daily, will func- 
tion without any challenge of the 
legality of the proceedings on ac- 
count of the absence of American 
representation. 

Officials here believe also this 
first meeting of the council must 
arrange for the appointment of the 
various commissions and certain 
plebiscitgs described in the treaty, 
but aside from that its proceedings 
are expected to be rather limited. 
Later on, if this initial stage is 
safely passed, and the senate shall 
hawve consented to the ratification 
of the treaty, the president will Is- 
sue a call for the first meeting of 
the assembly of the league which 
will be in Washington some time 
early next year.

Germany to Issue Bonds. 
Directly the treaty comes into 
force through exchange of ratifica- 
tion by three of the allied and as- 
sociated powers and Germany, many 
of its clauses will become effec- 
tive. Chief among these is that 
requiring Germany to issue 100,- 
000,000,000 marks for bonds for the 
reparation of devastated tefrrftories 
Other provisions of the treaty 
which will become effective imme- 
diately require: 
Destruction of unfinished Ger- 
man surface warships. 
Disarmament of auxXiliary ships 
of war, four of which are in neu- 
tral ports and 28 in German ports. 


Surrender of Warships. 


Formal surrender of German sur- 
face warships interned in allied and 
neutral ports and now in charge of 
German caretakers. 

Delivery of all German military 
and naval aviation material, includ- 
ing dirigibles, except 100 unarmed 
seaplanes to be retained as a part 
of the German mine-sweeping force. 

Destruction of the armament of 
all mflitary forces situated within 
fifty kilometers from the German 
coast. 

Notification of the number, call- 
ber and types of guns forming the 
armament of the land and sea fort- 
resses which Germany is allowed 
to keep. 

Immediate dissolution of military 
and quasi-military organizations, 
associations or clubs in upper Sile- 
sia and the establishment of an 
international committee, in upper 
Silesia and an inter-allied military 
occupation of the country. 


No Armed Forces.

to show that the wholesale grocers

Claim Lost Sales. 

Testimony of these and other wit- 
nesses was along the lines of the 
direct testimony yesterday of Dr. 
Haney and others. The salesmen 
said they lost a number of sales 
because the packers could assure 
more prompt delivery than the 
wholesalers, while the retail gro- 
cers, declaring they had no direct 
interest in the hearing, asserted 
they bought a number of articles 
from the packers because of the 
“hetter service.” 

The traffic experts and other wit- 
nesses also alleged that in some 
cases rates favored the packers, and 
the wholesalers had been forced to 
discontinue sale of certain articles 
because of the lower prices result- 
ing. 

The packers’ attorneys objected 
to statements that the “peddler’” 
carga contained only small amounts 
of perishables, saying large quan- 
tities of fresh meats besides the 
groceries were carried in them, and 
declaring this matter would be 
taken up fully at the Chicago hear- 
ing. They also attempted to show. 
when testimony as to longer time 
taken for wholesalers’ goods to 
reach their destination than for 
packets’ shipments, that this was 
due to noor service on the part of 
railroads and that the packers 
should not be held responsible. 

The hearing today occupied nine 
hours. Edgar Watkins, of Atlanta, 
attorney for the grocers, indicated 
tonight he might be able to com- 
plete his case tomorrow.

AMERICAN EMBASSY 
TURNED INTO INN 
BY RED FORCES 


London, October 16.—A _ detailed 
account of the sacking of the 
American embassy in Petrograd last 
July is published here for the first 
time, the information having come 
from what is said to be an authori- 
tative source, 

The bolshevik commissary, 
olov, took possession of the 
bassy on the morning of July 109, 
Every cupboard and press was 
searched, doors being burst open 
if a key could not be found at 
once. The commissary stated they 
were searching for concealed pro- 
visions, valuables or firearms. 
Their search was fruitless. 

In a second search a week later 
red soldiers stripped the place of 
virtually everything. When the sol- 
diers had finished, the crowd burst 
in and looted what had been leit. 
Members of the red army then took 
up their quarters in the embassy, 
which they have virtually turned 
into an inn.

To Municipalities 


Announcement that the govern- 
ment retail stores will make bulk 
Sales to representatives of munici- 
Palities, municipal seiling agencies 
andWimmunity buying agencies for 
ultimate distribution in ties out- 
side of those in which 1e stores 
are located was made by the di- 
rector of sales, quartermaster de- 
partment, yesterday. 

This is the first time that people 
living outside the cities where the 
stores~are located have been given 
an opportunity of purchasing the 
woods unless they came to the 
stores. Under the new arrange- 
ment the system will be much like 
that where the goods .were_ sold 
through local mercantile establish- 
ments, when the surplus foods of 
the army were first offered ‘to the 
public. 

The announcement follows: 

“The quartermaster general of 
the army, ascquiescing in requests 
Which he has received trom munici- 
pal officials, has issued instructions 
to the superintendents of the retail 
stores} now being operated by the 
quartermaster corps to accept bulk 
orders placed by municipalities, 
municipal selling agencies and com- 
munity buying associations for 
offered for sale 
through the retaill stores. 

“Bulk orders must be placed with 
the retail store in the district in 
Which the municipality, municipal 
selling agency or community buy- 
ing’ association is located. The war 
department will fill such orders 
Which originate in communities 
other than those in which army re- 
tail stores are established by 
freight and the delivertes will be 
made freight prepaid, f. o. b. point 
of destination. 

“A discount of 10 per cent on the 
entire bill of goods ordered will be 
allowed the purchaser, to cover 
overhead expenses entailed in mak- 
ing distribution of the commodities 
purchased, 

“The representative of the municl- 
pality, municipal selling agency or 
the community buying association 
who places the order with the re- 
tail stores will be required to give 
the superintendent of the store as- 
surance that the goods acquired will 
be delivered to ultimate consumers 
at, the prices fixed for the sale of 
such commodities in the retail

Negro Churches, White 
Man Is Reported Held 


Dublin, Ga., October 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—News came here today of the 
arrest of C. C. Cadwell, of Cadwell, 


this for complicity in the 
burning of several negro churches 
and the killing of an aged negro, 
Eli Cooper, just across the line in 
Dodge county. The arrest was 
made by the sheriff of Dodge coun- 
tv, and Cadwell, a while man, Was 
carried to the jail at Eastman. 

Several months ago five negro 
churches and lodge halls were 
burned in the neighborhood of Cad- 
well by white men, it is said. Four 
were burned one night, and a night 
later Eli Cooper, a negro 
living near the line of Laurens and 
Dodge, not far from Cadwell, was 
taken from his home by a mob, car- 
ried to a negro church just across 
the line in Dodge, and it is pre- 
sumed shot to death, as a large lot 
of empty shelis was found near the 
ashes of the church, and in them a 
charred body later identified as that 
of Cooper.

cently Governor Dorsey offered 
reward of $750 for the 
ties, making a total of 
ward offered altogether.
